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FOREIGN MINISTER GRUBER DELIVERS POLICY 
STATEMENT On the occasion of the 2nd Federal Congress 
of the Austrian Federation of Trade Unions, which was 
held from October 1 to 6, 1951, Foreign Minister Karl 
Gruber delivered an important policy address in which he 
said: ‘‘In our past we have seen again and again how small 
nations fall victim to political and military aggression once 
the world’s balance of poweris upset. It is thereforeto our 
interest that such a peaceful balance of power be re- 
established. However, we have nointerest whatever in ag- 
gressive actions. What we want is protection against 
military expansion, not the preparation of such military 
expansion against other states. Any accusations levelled 
against Austria in this connection belong in the realm of 
pure invention. Today, Austria is the only country which 
is really completely disarmed. The few thousand men we 
have today in our gendarmerie are barely sufficient to 
meet the most elementary demands of internal security. 
The basic principle of our current policy is to achieve the 
unity of our country. Our efforts are therefore directed to- 
ward the sovereignty of the whole country and our policy 
is aimed at holding together all the parts of our land. 
The instrument of this policy of common liberty should 
be the Austrian State Treaty. The latter has not been 
completed to date because the Soviet Union —although she 
has for many years collaborated in the elaboration of the 
Treaty — now refuses to affix its signature to it. This 
policy of the Soviet Union is difficult to explain. I should 
like to characterize it as a policy of too little and too late. 
It is precisely in Austria, the only place where a simul- 
taneous withdrawal of occupation troops can be con- 
sidered, that we have a natural field for easing interna- 
tional tension. I have no doubt that the moment may al- 
ready be very soon at hand when this genuine interest in 
relaxing such tension will manifest itself from all sides, 
for this relaxation, in fact, is really the only protection 
for the true national interests of the Great Powers. We 
must defend our freedom tenaciously and with all the 
means at our disposal, even if it means foregoing certain 
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possibilities of action. The key to this defense of our 
freedom and to the pursuit of our welfare is the political 
unity of all Austrians. The Federal Government is well 
aware of how important it is at this critical and historical 
period for the trade unions to pursue a policy in the na- 
tional interest. The realistic cooperation between trade 
unions and employer associations for a sensible com- 
promise by way of negotiations must generally be acknow- 
ledged. Democracy is not only a political faith or a moral 
principle but also the basis for economic advancement in 
a working economy. Democracy is the method of organized 
progress. The kinetic forces of Democracy are discussion 
and negotiation. Itsaim must be social justice. The achieve- 
ment of perfect social justice may possibly remain an 
ideal, but there is no doubt that Democracy is the method 
which makes it possible to come closest to this ideal.’’ 


IMPORTANT STATEMENTS DELIVERED AT AUSTRIAN 
TRADE UNION CONGRESS. On October 1, 1951, the 2nd 
Federal Congress of the Austrian Federation of Trade 
Unions was formally opened in the presence of al- 
most all the members of the Austrian Federal Govem- 
ment, the Allied High Commissioners in Austria 
and numerous Austrian and foreign guests. One of 
the key speeches of the day was delivered by President 
Theodor Koerner who said: ‘‘Austria’s trade unions find 
that many difficulties are hampering the free development 
of their economic powers. The trying economic after- 
effects of the war, the bitter poverty of our country and the 
heavy burden of the quadripartite occupation are placing 
limitations on their activity. Nevertheless, ‘they have re- 
peatedly been in a position to throw their weighty word 
into the balance at the right moment. Three factors must 
act in concert if we are to make any headway: the initia- 
tive of management, the spirit of discovery of science and 
the zeal and skill of labor. Only if these three elements 
of progress harmonize with each other and are coordinated 
in a common effort, can we hope for a brighter future.’’ 
Chancellor Leopold Figl took the floor after the Presi- 
dent and thanked ‘‘all Austrian workers and employees 
on behalf of the Federal Government for their constructive 
achievements in the past few years, particularly for their 
cooperation in the common effort of the entire nation to 
rehabilitate and consolidate the country’s economy.’’ He 
stressed the political maturity of labor, as had been evi- 
denced by the various decisions of the last few years. 
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Dr. Figl was followed by Vice Chancellor Adolf 
Schaerf. ‘‘Today,’’ he said, ‘‘after more than six years of 
successful effort, no one can any longer doubt that the 
course pursued by the Austrian Federation of Trade Unions 
was a successful and correct one. The trade unions have 
made a great contribution to economic reconstruction and 
social peace in Austria. It is a greatinjustice that freedom 
is being withheld from Austria. The foreign delegates 
should keep their eyes open to these facts and when they 
retum to their own countries, where their organizations 
wield considerable influence,: they should report on 
Austria’s struggle, which deserves the support of the 
world. May the next Congress be held not in a liberated, 
but in a free Austria.’’ 


PRESIDENT KOERNER IN CARINTHIA. On the occasion 
of a visit to the Province of Carinthia, President Koerner 
of Austria delivered an address in Klagenfurt at the end of 
September 1951, in which he commented on the question of 
the Slovenian minority in Carinthia. He stated that 
Carinthia and Austria had shown in their actions that they 
were firmly determined to adhere piously to their voluntary 
acceptance of the minority charter. ‘‘The democratic and 
federalistic character of the Austrian Constitution,’’ Dr. 
Koerner said, ‘‘also grants fellow-citizens who speak other 
languages cultural, social and political equality. It was on 
the strength of this that we were entitled to demand, and, 
in fact, had to insist, that there be no undermining of the 
century-old unity of the Province of Carinthia.’’ The 
Austrian President expressed satisfaction at the fact that 
originally so difficult and, at times, so dangerous a pro- 
blem was now a thing of the past. ‘‘The overwhelming 
majority of our Slovenian fellow-citizens are good Carin- 
thians and good Austrians. The frontier to the South (the 
Austro-Yugoslav frontier — Ed.) no longer represents a 
dividing wall, but a bridge of mutual friendship and econo- 
mic interaction — an example of how reason and good will 
can solve differences peacefully and without resort to 
force.’’ 


YUGOSLAV OFFICIAL VISITS AUSTRIA. At the end of 
September 1951, Governor Wedenig of Carinthia received 
the Slovenian Minister of Energy Brelih and three other 
officials of his Ministry. The Yugoslav officials came 
from Laibach, Yugoslavia. At the end of July 1951, an 
agreement was signed between the Austrian Central Power 
Company and the Yugoslav authorities for the annual 
supply of 60,000,000 KWH of Yugoslav electric power to 
the Austrian national network. The electric power sup- 
plied will be paid by exports of Austrian industrial 
products. 


SOVIET HIGH COMMISSIONER CHARGES REMILITARI- 
ZATION OF WESTERN ZONES OF AUSTRIA. At the 
meeting of the Allied Council on September 28, 1951, Soviet 
High Commissioner Sviridov charged that the Western 
Powers were organizing military units and making strate- 
gic preparations in their zones of occupation. The Russian 


representative demanded that’ ‘‘concrete proposals’’ for 
carrying out the demilitarization of Austria be submitted 
to the Council. The British and French High Commis- 
sioners firmly rejected these charges. The British repre- 
sentative said that he would he interested in learning 
what aims the Soviet authorities were pursuing in making 
these serious accusations. French deputy High Commis- 
sioner Lalouette pointed out that the Western zones were 
open to anyone who wished to visit them, whereas the 
Soviet zone was not accessible. He added that Russia had 
more troops in Austria than the three other powers com- 
bined. He said that the strategic activity of the Russian- 
controlled USIA industries should not be overlooked either. 
U.S. High Commissioner Donnelly invited the Soviet High 
Commissioner to visit Salzburg, where he would be able 
to see the so-called ‘‘fortress’’ for himself. He added 
that no conditions whatever were attached to this invita- 
tion, but thought that General Sviridov might be able to 
reciprocate and invite General Irwin of the U.S. Army to 
visit the military installations of the Red Army in Doellers- 
heim in the Russian Zone. No agreement was reached on 
a concrete proposal. At a press conference which followed 
the Council meeting, Sir Harold Caccia, the British High 
Commissioner, stated that none of the Soviet High Com- 
missioner’s claims had any basis in fact. 


LAST AUSTRIAN PRISONERS OF WAR TO RETURN 
FROM YUGOSLAVIA. Early in October the Government 
of the Federal People’s Republic of Yugoslavia informed 
the Austrian authorities that nothing stood any longer in 
the way for the release and repatriation of the last thirty 
Austrian prisoners of war still in Yugoslavia. The thirty 
Austrians are in the Sremska-Mitrovica camp on the 
Belgrade-Zagreb rail line. 


THREE RED REPORTERS ALLOWED TO ENTER U.S. 
ZONE OF AUSTRIA. On October 4, 1951, the United 
States High Commissioner’s office granted permission to 
three Soviet correspondents to enter the U.S. Zone of 
Austria. Although Soviet authorities have refused requests 
by U.S. newspapermen to enter the Soviet zone, American 
correspondents in Vienna backed approval of the applica- 
tions. One of the Soviet newspapermen is Vladimir 
Mikhailov of Pravda who has been filling its pages with 
accounts of how the American zone is being ‘‘fortified’’. 
He will be allowed to see the places in question to see 
for himself whether the facts correspond with his asser- 
tions. 


RUSSIANS OBJECT TO AUSTRIAN HISTORY TEXT- 
BOOK. At a meeting held at the end of September 1951, 
the Soviet representative on the Allied Council objected 
to the manuscript of the 4th volume of an Austrian history 
textbook intended for use in the upper grades of Austrian 
secondary schools. He accused the textbook of contain- 
ing pan-Germanistic ideas and distortions of historical 
facts. After the British and French representatives 
pointed out that matters of education and curriculum were 
within the competency of the Austrian. Federal Govern- 
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ment, the French High Commissioner proposed a resolu- 
tion on the basis of which the Austrian Ministry of Educa- 
tion need not submit any history textbooks to the Allied 
Council for pre-publication censorship. No agreement was 
reached on the resolution. 


ANOTHER TWO AUSTRIAN DEPORTEES DIE IN RUSSIA. 
Early in October 1951, the Austrian Political Mission in 
Moscow advised the Federal Government that the Soviet 
authorities have been requested to issue to it death certi- 
ficates for all Austrian civilian prisoners who died in 
Russia. As a result, the Soviet authorities, for the first 
time, issued death certificates for two Austrians who had 
been deported to Russia and who subsequently died there. 
This brings to 13 the number of deported Austrians whom 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry has officially listed as dead. 


AUSTRIA ACCEEDS TO AGREEMENT ON INTERNA- 
TIONAL TRAFFIC ARTERIES. On October 1, 1951, Dr. 
F’. Matsch, Austria’s observer with the United Nations, 
deposited with the Secretary General of the United Nations 
the instrument of accessidn by the Government of the Re- 
public of Austria to the Agreement on the construction of 
main international Traffic Arteries, signed at Geneva 
September 15, 1950. 


AUSTRIAN FOREIGN MINISTER SENDS CONGRATULA- 
TORY MESSAGE TO NEW YORK TIMES ON ITS 100TH 
ANNIVERSARY. On the occasion of the 100th anniversary 
of The New York Times, Austrian Foreign Minister Gruber 
sent a telegram of congratulations to Mr. Arthur Hays Sulz- 
berger, the paper’s publisher. A similar message was sent 


by Dr. Ludwig Kleinwaechter, the Austrian Minister in 
Washington. 


MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR HELMER IN LONDON. 
At the end of September, Minister of the Interior Oskar 
Helmer went to London at the invitation of the British 
Government, for extensive talks with leading political 
personalities, including Undersecretary of State in the 
Foreign Office, Lord Henderson, and the Secretary of the 
British Labour Party, Morgan Phillips. The Austrian 
Minister also acquainted himself with the radiotelegraphic 
facilities of Britain’s police. Upon his return, Minister 
Helmer declared that his talks with members of the British 
fovernment had dealt with the Austrian State Treaty. “In 
London,’’ he said, ‘‘I emphasized that Austria cannot be 
left in the lurch, and I must say that I found utmost under- 
standing on thepartofall officials with whomI conferred.’’ 


POPULATION SHIFT TOWARD WESTERN AUSTRIA. 
Ferdinand Graf, Undersecretary of State in the Austrian 
Ministry of the Interior, recently reported that the nation- 
wide census conducted in June of this year — the first 
since 1934 — revealed a distinct shift of the population 
toward the westem part of the country. Although the 
nation’s total gain in population since the 1934 census 
amounted to only 2.3%, the western provinces of Austria 
showed the following substantial increases: Salzburg, 


32%; Vorarlberg, 24:7%, Upper Austria, 22.7%; Tyrol, 
22%; and Carinthia, 17%. In contrast to this, the census 
revealed a population decline for the eastern part of the 
country. The greatest drop — 15.6% as compared to the 
1934: figures — was in Vienna; second came the Burgen- 

land with a decline of 7.9%, and third, Lower Austria with 
a decrease of 3.6%. This geographical shift in the popula- 
tion will also be reflected in the composition of the Aus- 
trian Parliament. Thus, in the Nationalrat, Vienna will 
have to drop 7mandates, Lower Austria 3, and the Burgen- 
land 1, whereas the provinces of Upper Austria, Styria and 
Tyrol will each gain 2 and the provinces of Carinthia, 
Salzburg and Vorarlberg each 1 mandate. 


AUSTRIAN SOCIALIST DEPUTIES VISIT BONN. Be- 
tween October 8 and 11, 1951, a delegation of 17 members 
of the Austrian Parliament who belong to the Austrian 
Socialist Party visited Bonn, Western Germany. The 
Austrian legislators attended a session of the West 
German Parliament and familiarized themselves with its 
method of work and procedure. 


AUSTRIAN RATE OF EXCHANGE TO REMAIN UN- 
CHANGED. At its meeting of October 2, 1951, Minister 
of Finance Dr. Margaretha reported to the Austrian Council 
of Ministers on his Washington talks in mid-September with 
members of the United States Government and the Econo- 
mic Cooperation Administration, as well as with leading 
officials of the International Monetary Fund and the Inter- 
national Bank of Reconstruction and Development. The 
Council of Ministers approved the report of the Finance 
Minister and, in accord with the Austrian National Bank, 
decided to uphold by all means the current rate of ex- 
change and its present monetary policy. The Council took 
the occasion to characterize as wholiy unfounded the 
rumors which have recently again cropped up regarding 
the alleged intention on the part of the Government to 
alter the rate of exchange or make other changes in its 
currency policy. The ministerial statement said that the 
economic position of Austria, rendered more difficult by 
such developments as, among others, the announced re- 
duction in Marshall Plan aid, could not be mastered by 
manipulations of the country’s currency, but only by in- 
creased production, greater exports, drastic curtailement 
of non-essential imports, strict economy on the part of all 
segments of the population and adherence to a balanced 
budget on the part of the Federal Government, and the 
Provincial and Municipal Administrations. 


CURRENCY VOLUME IN AUSTRIA. At the beginning of 
September, 1951, Austria’s currency volume reached a 
total of 21.077 billion Austrian schillings, i.e. 7.19 
billion in circulating bank notes, 1.05 billion in free 
obligations, 2.14 billion in temporarily frozen obligations, 
and 8.28 and 2.41 billion in checking and savings de- 
posits, respectively. Compared to the 1937 figures, the 
circulation of legal tender (bank notes and free obliga- 
tions). has risen to seven times the prewar volume. Check 
deposits have increased to six times their original figure. 
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The increase conforms to alterations in the value of the 
currency. Savings deposits, however, are now only 98% 
of their 1937 volume. 


CHANCELLOR FIGL STRESSES NEED FOR EXPORT 
EXPANSION. On September 1951, Austrian Chancellor 
Leopold Figl made the following comments on the country’s 
economy in a speech delivered in Lower Austria: ‘‘We 
must continue to increase our production in the coming 
months. Every additional ton of bread grain, every addi- 
tional ton of meat and every additional quart of milk which 
we can produce ourselves represents a savings in valuable 
foreign currency. Now that Marshall Plan aid to Austria is 
being gradually reduced and less foreign currency is being 
made available to Austria, we must, above all, strive to 
increase our exports. If we are to realize our economic 
program, Austrian exports in 1952 will have to reach a 
value of almost one billion schillings per month. We 
shall achieve this goal only if all segments of the popula- 
tion join in this effort. Any group which does no cooper- 
ate, thereby jeopardizes further progress in our economic 
consolidation and endangers the very subsistence of every 
one of us.’’ 


AUSTRIAN EXPORTS IN AUGUST 1951. Compared to the 
export figures for July, 1951, the value of Austria’s ex- 
ports in August, 1951, dropped by 14%, i.e. from 912,000, 
000 _ schillings to 778,000,000 schillings. Simultaneously, 
the volume of exports decreased from 363,000 tons in 
July, 1951, to 294,000 tons in August, 1951. The total 
value of imports — 1,255,000,000 in July, 1951 — dropped 
to 1,107,000,000 schillings in August, 1951, although at 
the same time import volumes rose from 673,000 tons 
(July, 1951) to 736,000 tons (August, 1951). This reflects 
a change in the type of commodities imported. ERP-imports 
declined from 286,000,000 to 255,000,000 schillings in 
value and from 80,000 tons to 55,000 tons in volume. Com- 
mercial imports fell from 969,000,000 to 952,000,000 
schillings during the same period. 


AUSTRIAN ASSETS IN ALL WESTERN COUNTRIES 
NOW UNFROZEN. At the beginning of October 1951 all 
Austrian assets in Belgium, the Netherlands and Denmark 
were officially unfrozen. Thus, all the countries of the 
Western world, which during the war had adopted measures 
blocking Austrian assets as alien property, have now 
repealed all such restrictive legislation. In Eastern 
Europe only are Austria’s foreign assets still under re- 
quisition, where they have not been confiscated outright. 
No negotiations regarding their release or proper compen- 
sation have yet been possible. 


DEADLINE FOR CLAIM APPLICATIONS UNDER RESTI- 
TUTION LAWS EXTENDED. AA recent decree of the 
Federal Ministry of Social Welfare has extended the dead- 
line for the legal filing of claims under the 7th Restitution 
Law until March 31, 1952. This law covers claims arising 
out of employment relationships in private business and 
industry which had been revoked or disregarded. Another 
decree of the Ministry extends the deadline for the legal 
filing of such claims arising out of private employment 


relationships which were terminated between March 1933 
and March 1938. The latter deadline has likewise been 
extended until March 31, 1952. 


RAISING QUALITY OF LIGNITE. Experiments are pre- 
sently being carried out in Austria with a view to im- 
proving the quality of Austrian mined lignite. When dried, 
lignite is more suitable for shipment and its caloric value 
increases. One method has resulted in reducing the water 
content of the lignite from 40% to 12%, thereby increasing 
its caloric value from 3,200 to 4,400 calories. A second 
method is said to render the lignite usable as a domestic 
fuel and to prevent it from absorbing humidity to any 
considerable extent. 


STEYR-FIAT TRUCK TO BE ADDED TO JOINT PRO- 
DUCTION PROGRAM.. With the approval of the Austrian 
and Italian Governments, the Steyr Works and the Fiat 
Works of Turin reached a three-year agreement early in 
October of this year. The new agreement calls for con- 
tinuation of the assembly arrangements for Types 1100 
and 1400 Fiat passenger cars and for the assembly of the 
smallest Fiat car, the ‘‘Giardiniera-Belvedere’’. In addi- 
tion, starting next summer, the two manufacturers will 
jointly produce and assemble a light 1.5-ton truck (Type 
615). The light truck will be equipped with a new four- 
cylinder gasoline engine, which has been designed at the 
Steyr Works. The body of both vehicles will be manu- 
factured in Steyr. 


GLOVE MANUFACTURING, A NEW INDUSTRY IN 
AUSTRIA. At the beginning of October, 1951, two enter- 
prises were established in Upper Austria (U.S. Zone), 
which at present manufacture 100,000 pairs of leather 
gloves per year, i.e. about a quarter of the country’s total 
domestic requirements. Exports have been started to vari- 
ous European countries and especially to the United States 
— avery important importer of leather gloves. 


VOEST’ SUPPLIES SHIP-BUILDING SHEET STEEL TO 
NORWAY. At the beginning of October, 1951, Norway 
ordered from VOEST (United Austrian Iron and Steel 
Works, Linz, Upper Austria, U.S. Zone) a supply of 5,000 
tons of ship-building sheet steel. Deliveries on the order 
are scheduled to be completed by December, 1951. The 
VOEST steel plant will also supply steel structures for a 
new aluminum plant now under construction in Norway. 


AMERICAN EXCHANGE STUDENTS IN AUSTRIA. At the 
end of September 1951 a group of 6 American exchange 
professors and 42 exchange students, including 38 gradu- 
ate students, arrived in Austria to pursue their studies at . 
Austrian universities. Thanks to Fulbright scholarships 
they will be able to remain in Austria for a year. They will 
attend courses in the arts and sciences, philosophy, 
philology and music. In his greeting to the Americans, 
Austrian Minister of Education Dr. Felix Hurdes said: 
‘*Wherever the American teachers and students will be in 
Austria they will find people whose only desire is to live 
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and work in freedom.’’ He quoted Abraham Lincoln’s 
statement that his foremost aim was to save the Union and 
unity adding that ‘‘Austria’s foremost aim was also to save 
unity — the unity of Austria, Europe and the world.’’ 


PROFESSORS KELSEN AND MISES TURN SEVENTY. 
Dr. Felix Hurdes, Austria’s Minister of Education, sent 
messages of congratulations on behalf of the Austrian 
Government to Professors Hans Kelsen and Ludwig Mises — 
two Austrian scholars of world renown who have been 
active in this country for a number of years — on the oc- 
casion of their 70th birthday at the end of September. 
Professor Kelsen, ‘who now lives in California, was bom 
in Prague, Czechoslovakia, studied law in Vienna and 
joined the faculty of the University in 1911. From 1919 
to 1930 he was full professor at the University of Vienna. 
He created the ‘‘Theory of Pure Law’’ and was the author 
of the Austrian Constitution of 1920, which was re- 
enacted after the liberation of Austria in 1945. In 1930 he 
went to the University of Cologne and later to Geveva, from 
where he was called to teach in California. His ‘‘ Austrian 
Constitutional History’’ and ‘‘Austrian Constitutional 
Law’’ of 1927 are basic reference works of great impor- 
tance. Prof. Ludwig Mises, who was a member of the 
‘*Austrian School’’ of political economy, had in his 
youth already concerned himself with the problem of the 
‘*Theory of Money’’ and its solution. He was for many 
years a consultant to a number of presidents of Austria’s 
National Bank, and, in his ‘‘Theory of Money and Credit’’ 
(1934), ‘‘Basic Problems of Political Economy’’ (1933) 
and ‘‘Political Economy’’ (1940), he elaborated the theory 
that banks of issue should ‘‘mitigate the disadvantages 
resulting from changes in the purchasing power of money 
by pursuing a policy of judicious caution and reserve in 
the issuance of circulating capital’’. Since 1945 Professor 
Mises has been avisitingprofessor at New York University. 


VIENNA'S MOST MODERN SCHOOL OPENED. On Octo- 
ber 2, 1951, Mayor Jonas of Vienna opened the city’s most 
modem school, which is located in the Schaeffergasse 
(4th District). The school was constructed and furnished 
at a cost of eight and a half million schillings. On the 
occasion of its formal dedication, Mayor Jonas said: 
‘‘Our country is a small one and our economy viable only 
if it produces work of high quality. That is why our 
schools must also be of the highest quality. Therefore, 
the money invested in Vienna’s school system will bear 
rich fruits in the future.’’ Since 1945, no less than 2,446 
school rooms and auxiliary rooms were restored to use, 
and the number of classes increased to 4,351. Today, 
149,000 pupils are being provided with educational equip- 
ment by the Board of Education. 


NEW AID IN ARTHRITIS FOUND. On October 6, 1951, 
Professor Felix Mandl, head of the surgical department of 
the Franz Josef Hospital in Vienna, reported to the 
Vienna Medical Society that lasting success in the relief 
of arthritis by implantation of human thyroid gland tissue 


under the abdominal wall can be achieved. Dr. Mandl re- 

ported that in the last two years he had treated 50 severe 
cases of arthritis in this fashion. He said that 72%of 
these patients, after one such transplantation of five 
grams of thyroid gland, had been relieved of their symp- 
toms, after suffering from arthritis for many years. They 
had been treated by other methods without success. Dr. 
Mandl said that, since it was unlikely that transplanted 
thyroid could continue to function longer than two to four 
weeks, it was impossible to explain the continued benefit 
to the patient except on the hypothesis that it stimulated 
other glands to increased production of cortisone. Unlike 
the results obtained by cortisone itself, the effect was 
lasting. He suggested that thyroid banks should be set 
up in Austria. 


VIENNA ANTHROPOLOGIST’S EXPLORATION TOUR. 
On September 20, 1951, Dr. Martin Gusinde, the Viennese 
ethnologist and anthropologist, returned to Vienna after a 
14 months’ exploring tour in South Africa. Dr. Gusinde, 
who is 65 years old, is Professor of Anthropology at the 
Catholic University in Washington, D.C., where he re- 
turned in October. On his tour, Dr. Gusinde visited all 
the larger tribes of South African Bushmen and Hottentots, 
took anthropological measurements, and carried out blood- 
grouptests and surveys of about 12,000 persons. On several 
previous expeditions he had studied Indian tribes in 
Southern Chile, the aborigines of the Terra del Fuego, the 
Indian tribes in the Southwest of this country and the 
Pygmies in the Belgian Congo. 


DIRECTOR OF “‘TIDE-OF-TOYS'’ PROGRAM AWARDED 
HONORARY MEDAL OF VIENNA. Mr. Thomas E. G. 
Paradine, the Director of the American Legion’s ‘‘Tide-of- 
Toys’’ program, within the framework of which a consider- 
able number of toys were given to Austrian children this 
spring, was recently awarded the Honorary Medal of the 
City of Vienna in recognition of his services on behalfof 
Austria’s children. The medal was formally presented ‘to 
Mr. Paradine at the Austrian General Consulate in New 
York. Mr. George Mathues, head of the CARE mission in 
Austria, and two gentlemen from CARE’s central office 
in New York attended the ceremony. 


GREAT SUCCESS OF SALZBURG MARIONETTES IN 
THE U.S. The first performance of the Salzburg Marionet- 
tes, on their several weeks’ tour of this country under the 
direction of their regular director, Hermann Aicher, was 
given on October 8, 1951, at the John Hancock Hall in 
Boston. On the opening night, the program consisted of 
Mozart’s delightful pastoral opera ‘‘Bastien and 
Bastienne,’’ a ballet set to the music of Mozart’s ‘‘Eine 
kleine Nachtmusik,’’ a play entitled ‘‘Young Mozart Visits 
the Empress,’’ and Anna Pavlova’s dance ‘‘The Dying 
Swan’’ set to Saint-Saens’ music. The performances in 
Boston were so successful that the original stand in this 
city had to be extended for another two days. The drama 
and music critics of Boston showered the Salzbur7 Marion- 
ettes with praise and raved about the performances. Thus, 
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the Boston Herald wrote: ‘‘In their own way they are an 
unparalleled blend of music, delicacy, color and sheer 
artistry suitable for throwing adults, children and unwary 
drama reporters into rhapsody.’’ The Boston Daily Globe 
described the performance as‘‘a pure delight’’ and added: 
‘*The Salzburg Marionette Theater offers a unique and en- 
trancing entertainment.’’ To afford Americans in the en- 
tertainment field an opportunity to see the Salzburg 
Marionettes before the start of their public tour, Dr. Franz 
Matsch, the Austrian Consul General in New York, pre- 
sented on October 2, 1951, a private preview at the Play 
House of Hunter College. This event was attended by 
leading officials of the United Nations as well as pro- 
minent representatives of theatrical, musical and artistic 
circles, and the press. The American tour of the Salzburg 
Marionettes is being sponsored by the Jack Adams concert 
management of New York. 


AUSTRIAN ART EXHIBITION IN TORONTO AND 
BOSTON. On September 28, 1951, the exhibition of Aus- 
trian Art Treasures which opened at the Art Gallery of 
Toronto on August 4th came to a close after a record at- 
tendance of 127,845 paying visitors and some 7,000 non- 
paying guests, mostly art students. On the occasion of its 
festive opening in August, the Hon. Ray Lawson, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Ontario Province, gave a luncheon in Parlia- 
ment which was attended by leading Canadian authorities; 
the Austrian Consul, Dr. Riedl; the Director of the Toronto 
Art Gallery, Mr. Baldwin; and the Directors of the Vienna 
History of Art Museum, Messrs. Buschbeck and Strohmer. 
Mr. Fell, the President of the Board of Trustees of the 
Art Gallery, Dr. Riedl and Lt.-Governor Lawson paid 
tribute to the cultural significance of the presence of the 
Austrian Art Treasures in Canada. On October 28, 1951, 
the Austrian art exhibition will open at the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston, where the art treasures will be shown 
to the public until Christmas. 


AUSTRIAN BOOK EXHIBITION IN LONDON. On October 
10, 1951, an Austrian Book Exhibition was opened at the 
National Book League in London. The book exhibition is 
under the patronage of the Austrian Minister in London, 
Dr. Wimmer. It includes some 1,700 books recently pub- 
lished in Austria. Likewise on display, moreover, are art 
prints, color prints and photo-types, as well as a number 
of music scores. Similar Austrian book exhibitions will 
shortly open in Zurich and Rome. 


NEW WORKS BY EGON WELLESZ. At the beginning of 
October, 1951, the Austrian composer Egon Wellesz, who 
presently lives in Great Britain, completed a new opera 
entitled ‘‘Incognito.’’ The libretto is based on a 
short story by William Congreve. A performance by the 
Oxford University Opera Club, under the direction of Jack 
Westrup, is scheduled for 1951. Wellesz has composed a 
Symphony in A minor (opus 68). His Symphony in E flat 
minor, which was first played in 1949, during the Vienna 
Musical Festival, will be given its first performance in 
Great Britain by the BBC Orchestra under the direction of 
Sir Adrian Boult. 


BRUNO WALTER PROGRAM FOR 1952. Bruno Walter, 
who is to conduct the Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra in 
May, 1952, in Vienna, has chosen for his program Gustav 
Mahler’s ‘‘Lied von der Erde’’ and Mozart’s Symphony in 
G minor. 


NEW AUSTRIAN OPERETTA PERFORMED IN LONDON. 
On September 21, 1951, the premi#re of the operetta 
‘*Rainbow Square’’, composed by Robert Stolz, was given 
at the Stoll Theater in London. The theme of the operetta 
is an apotheosis of Austria. The premiere was attended by 
Dr. Lothar Wimmer, the Austrian Minister to Great Britain, 
and by many leading London personalities. The perfor- 
mance was a great success for the composer as well as 
for the cast. 


RUDOLF BRUNNGRABER, 50 YEARS OLD. At the end 
of September, 1951, the noted Austrian writer Rudolf 
Brunngraber celebrated his 50th birthday. Born into a 
farmer’s family, Brunngraber attended the Teacher’s 
College and the School of Arts and Crafts in Vienna, and 
then went into commercial art. He also studied political 
economy and sociology. His first published work, ‘‘Karl 
und das 20. Jahrhundert’’ (1932), which soon became a 
bestseller in its field, won him the Julius Reich Prize. 
His later works, such as ‘‘Radium,’’ ‘‘Opiuinkrieg’’ and 
‘*Zucker aus Kuba,’’ have already sold more than a million 
copies and have been translated into 18 languages. In 
1950 Brunngraber was awarded the Culture Prize of the 
City of Vienna in the field of Literature. In 1951 he was 
elected foreign member of the German Academy of Langu- 
ages and Literature in Heidelberg. His novel, ‘‘Der 
toenende Erdkreis’’, will be published shortly. He has 
also completed work on another novel, entitled ‘‘Roman 
der Drogen.’’ 


NEW HANS HASS FILM SHOWN IN VIENNA. On Septemn- 
ber 21,1951, Vienna had the first performance of the docu- 
mentary film ‘‘Adventures in the Red Sea’’ by the Austrian 
zoologist and submarine explorer Dr. Hans Hass, which 
was awarded the first price at the 1951 Film Biennial in 
Venice. This . full-length motion picture, which shows 
scenes of submarine life many of which were taken under 
great danger, was edited from 51,000 ft. of original film. 


AUSTRIA ACHIEVES RECORD WITH 3,000,000 OVER- 
NIGHT ACCOMODATIONS FOR TOURISTS. ~ A 23% 
INCREASE. Austria’s tourist traffic this year achieved 
its post-war record with 3,000,000 tourist overnight ac- 
comodations, which represents an increase of 23% over 
last year’s figure. Last season Austria attracted 60,000 
Americans and ranked sixth among European tourist 
countries. She holds fourth place in Europe for the number 
of foreign visitors she attracts annually. The Dornbirn 
Sample Fair was attended by 200,000 visitors, 70,000 of 
whom were foreigners. 60,000 visited the Bregenz Festival. 
Figures are not yet available for the 1951 Salzburg Festi- 
val season. 
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MANY SKI TOURS SCHEDULED TO VISIT AUSTRIA 
THIS SEASON VIA KLM. Many ski tours, including 
several established tours under well-known guides as 
well as a number of new ones, will visit the Austrian inter- 
national winterresorts this year. Most of them are all- 
inclusive two-to-three-week tours, with travel partly by air, 
via KLM — ‘‘The Skier’s Air Line’’. Hannes Schneider, 
dean of world ski teachers and the most beloved of Austro- 
American ski ‘‘greats’’, will personally conduct the March 
tour to St. Anton which takes place annually under his 
sponsorship. Hubert Pirquet will also conduct a March 
tour to Switzerland, Austria and the Southem Tyrol. Ar- 
rangements for both tours are being made through General 
Tours, 745 Fifth Avenue, New York, N.Y. The John Jay 
Ski Tour, which will leave in January and last for seven- 
teen days, with an extension trip to the Winter Olympics 
in Oslo, will be held this year at Zuers. It will be under 
the personal supervision of John Jay himself. Arrange- 
ments are in the hands of the Clara Laughlin Agency, 
38 East 57th Street, N.Y. New tours scheduled for this 
season include one arranged by ATOM (Air Travel of 
McGregor) Travel which will take in St. Anton, Innsbruck, 
Zuers and Badgastein and will be conducted by Helen 
McGregor.

been under construction ever since the war, Austria again 
takes the lead in winter sport innovations. For the first 
time an international winter sport resort has so linked its 
great variety of slopes, ‘trails, lodges, inns, lifts, cable 
railways and trails that a visitor may spend a whole day 
touring the area, suited to his or her skill, without ever 
repeating the same itinerary or doing any strenuous climb- 
ing. Kitzbuehel has three major ski areas: the Ehrenbach- 
Hoehe region, which includes the fields and trails of the 
Hahnenkamm, the Pengelstein, the Steinbergkogel, and the 
Jochberg; the Hochetz Kogel and Pfeiffer-Kogel region; 
and the Kitzbueheler Horn terrain. All these regions boast 
access by lift or cable railway, have excellent first-class 
inns or large, comfortable ski huts, and command dozens 
of trails and runs suited to all degrees of skiing skill. A 
skier can now plan a day out on the slopes (or more than 
a day, for that matter), which includes an early start up 
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one ofthese areas by cable car or lift, and select one of: 


hundreds of routes down to the shuttle railway or bus 
which will carry him to the next area. Meals may be taken 
on the uplands. The whole system is designed to provide 
variety for the skier so that he need no longer simply 
ride up and ski down over the same route over and over 
again. The Arlbergski circus will be completed next year. 
It includes a system of connections linking St. Anton, 
St. Christoph, Zuers, Stueben and Lech. An expert 
skier can do the entire circuit now, but when completed it 
will also be accessible to those with only moderate pro- 
ficiency. Parts of it can now be covered by skiers of 
moderate skill. The Austrian ‘‘ski circus’’ idea has been 
hailed as a brilliant innovation by ski experts all over the 
world. It is of course only practical in areas which enjoy 
consistently! suitable snow and weather conditions, al- 
ready have extensive networks of perfectly kept slopes, 
trails, huts and inns, and have important cable-railway, 
trail and bus connections. The cost of producing such 
facilities, where they do not already exist, would be pro- 
hibitive.
